Hawkins’ Letter to Teachers. 

In a letter today to the teaching 
staff, Acting Superintendent of In- 
struction George L. Hawkins said 
there had been no lessening of ap- 
preciation by the public for the 
“fine service and devotion to duty 
of the teaching body,” in spite of 
“unfortunate things” that have hap- 
pened in administration of school 
affairs.

Extracts on Radio. 


Extracts from this indictment 
were given over the Vatican radio 
station during the last week, evok- 
ing a protest from the German 
minister to the Holy See, Dr. Die- 
go von Bergen.

“About 800 Russian troops were 
killed and 160 taken prisoner north- 
east of Lake Ladoga, the army re- 
ported, and in the Aittojoki sector 
to the north “the enemy left more 
than 450 dead on the field.”

Along with United States com- Reds Warn Norway It Must Rebuff 


panies, the British and French con- 

cerns control the bulk of Ruma- 

nia's petroleum production. 

(The first informed reaction in 
London to the report the Allies 
had threatened a breach of com- 
mercial relations was that such a 
step is “extremely” unlikely.) 

In reply to the reported Allied 
representations, the Rumanian 
Cabinet is said to have argued that 
this country could not drop “eco- 
nomic co-operation” with Germany 
because more than 40 per cent of 
its entire foreign trade lies in that 
quarter. 

One official says: 

“Since Rumania obtains, against 
her oil, other raw materials and 
very important industrial products 
from Germany, she cannot consider 
such Allied pressure.” 

Still other officials point out it 
is reasonable for Rumania to do 
everything possible to avoid offense 
to Germany because the Reich’s 
armies are near at hand as com- 
pared with those of the Allies. 

Adding weight to this thesis of 
expediency is Rumania’s reason to 
believe the Balkan entente confer- 
ence starting Friday offers little 
chance of fulfilling a wish for out- 
right military guarantees from the 
entente partners — Turkey, Greece 
and Yugoslavia. 

Advices from Belgrade, the pros- 
pective meeting place, say Yugo- 
slavia is ready to offer a resolution 
calling for “a spirit of compromise 
between neighbors.” 

This is regarded as an impending 
rebuff to Rumania’s hope of en- 
tente support against all potential 
enemies, including Hungary, which 
bas been pressing for return of ter- 
ritory lost to Rumania in the 
World War break-up of Austria- 
Hungary.

Temperatures yesterday ranged 
from 10 above zero at Deland, 17 
degrees in uncultivated portions of 
the Everglades, to 42 degrees at 
Key West. 
Growers estimated 6000 field 
workers would be thrown out of 
employment in the Florida truck- 
crop area. 
Flowers and plants were killed 
throughout the State. 
In Miami, thousands of young- 
sters saw their first icicles and 
naturally formed ice. Coils in a 
number of solar water heaters 
froze and burst. These units use 
the sun's rays to heat water. Tro- 
pical fish in backyard pools died 
by the hundreds, Tropical ocean 
fish, dead of the cold, were washed 
up along the Florida Keys.

dismissal today of a complaint filed 
by the Columbia Terminals Co., St.

sons here. 

This number had been certified 
from the relief rolls for WPA jobs 
and was waiting to be assigned to 
projects, he explained, but the proj- 
ects were not available. 

“St. Louis has not taken full ad- 
vantage of its quota,” he said. “We 
could put these 4880 to work if the 
projects were provided.”

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Appropriations Committee 
Reduces Naval Armament 
Fund in House-Approved 
Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 29 (AP).— 
The Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee continued its economy efforts 
tuday by eliminating $961,300 from 
the House-approved $58,502,600 
urgent deficienc:- bill. 


The measure carries money for 


navy armor plate and armaments 
and for Federal Tax refunds. 

The Senate committee cut aut 
$1,000,000 of the allocation of $29,- 
000,000 for naval armament and 
wrote in minor items totaling $38,- 
700. The latter included $10,000 for 
Mrs. William E. Borah, widow of 
the late Idaho Senator. 

The Senate Committee reduction 
of the deficiency bill was compar- 
atively small, but it helped carry on 
the policy of cutting appropria- 
tions. It coincided with word from 
farm bloc leaders in the House that 
they have decided to defer—and 
perhaps drop altogether—their an- 
nual campaign for more than $200,- 
000,000 for parity payments for 
farmers. 

Cut in Navy Program Possible. 

Members of the House Naval 
Committee showed an inclination to 
limit the navy’s proposed six-year 
$1,300,000,000 fleet expansion pro- 
gram to those ships which could be 
started during the next two fiscal 
years. This would bring a 10 per 
cent increase in naval strength in- 
stead of the requested 25 per cent. 

If the farm bloc leaders do drop 
the parity question, it would be the 
first time in recent years that it 
has not been an issue.

created to provide for more than 


559000 added to the working pop- 
ulation, and to give work to near- 
ly 800,000 of the unemployed.” 

At the same time, the Social Se- 
curity Board issued a statement 
voting that employment opportu- 
nities in December, 1939, follow- 
ing the usual seasonal trend, were 
helow those of November, 1939. A 
zu per cent decline in job place- 
ments, the board said, served to 
increase claims and payments for 
unemployment compensation. 
Despite the 5% per cent drop, 
however, the board said the place- 
ment total for the month was the 
highest for any December in the 
six-year history of the public em- 
ployment service. 

The Labor Federation said the 
increase in jobs had reduced the 
unemployment total to 9,379,000 in 


December, 1939, from 10,166,000 in 


December, 1938. This gain, the re- 
port continued, “is probably being 
held and employment should con- 
tinue to hold its own in the months 
just ahead.”

As the SEC prepares to issue its study of the 
policies and practices of the large life insurance 
companies of America, the companies themselves 


So accustomed are the life insurance companies 
to escape free and disinterested discussion of their 
methods that they have come to be regarded as 
a sacred cow among American institutions. This 
is, of course, absurd. Life insurance is something 
of profound interest to millions of people. It is a 
business peculiarly invested with a public character. 
Of what are the companies afraid? The SEC study 
is described as one which will throw light into many 
corners of the life insurance business, such as rela- 
tive costs of various standard policies, the compar- 
ative performances of leading companies and in- 
vestment success or failure, together with the vol- 
ume of farm lands acquired, delinquent or foreclosed. 
These are things about which millions of policyhold- 
ers should know. In fact, a Post-Dispatch report 
from Washington says the SEC study is expected to 
be invaluable to prospective buyers of insurance.

When the Government placed 
in effect the rule that those who had been on the 
WPA as long as 18 months were to be temporarily 
dismissed, fewer than two out of 100 of those losing 
their jobs in St. Louis were admitted to the direct 
relief rolls. By way of contrast, 70 out of each 100 
dismissed workers were given direct relief in Los 
Angeles, and 46 out of 100 in Detroit.

—Only the barest food supplies 
were on hand in the British and 
French concessions today as house- 
wives and servants crowded mar- 
kets to buy provisions at doubled 
prices amid fear of the worst short- 
age in more than seven months of 
Japanese blockade. 

Import of all food into the for- 
eign-controlled areas was barred as 
the Japanese again electrified the 
blockade barriers and tightened 
ug oa which first went 
nto effect June 14, but gradually 
had been relaxed. 

Although the blockade was 
clamped down following expiration 
of the Japanese-American trade 
treaty and the British seizure of 21 
Germans from a Japanese liner, 
Japanese said it was due to “activi- 
ties of anti-Japanese elements with- 
in the concessions.” 
To help meet the situation, the 
British council rescinded a regu- 
lation fixing the price of flour. 
Holders of flour had refused to 
sell at the fixed prices because 
their stock replacements would 
have cost double. 
As a result, flour again was 
available, but British and French 
concession authorities feared sup- 
plies of other foodstuffs, already 
selling at 100 per cent increase, 
might be exhausted. 
Japanese sentries stopped the 
thriving business of Chinese gard- 
eners who formerly threw their 
produce over the barriers to accom- 
plices inside. 
The effect was aggravated by the 
approaching Chinese new year, 
when Chinese buy extensively for 
feasting and when business nor- 
mally is suspended for several days. 
The blockade began as an effort 
to force British authorities to sur- 
render four Chinese wanted on ter- 
rorism charges and to win other 
concessions. Although the Chinese 
have been given up, the other points 
at issue are unsettled. 


British Taking Up Tientsin Block- 
ade as Separate Matter. 
LONDON, Jan. 29 (AP). — An 
authoritative British spokesman 
said today re-electrifying of the 
barricades around the British and 
French concessions at Tientsin was 
being talen up with Japan as a 
separate matter from other British- 

Japanese issues. 

The spokesman said he under- 
stood the Japanese said the barri- 
cades had been electrified anew be- 
cause Chinese were “misbehaving.”

Medicine for the Dog 


VEN the healthiest of dogs is 

occasionally in need of a pill. 

This is the way to administer 
it:

The general principle of dealing 
with scarlet fever is based on the 
fact that it is an infectious disease 
which is carried by persons or ob- 
jects (fomites) that the scarlet 
fever patient has touched. In ob- 
serving strict precautions, it is ad- 
vised that the books or toys 
the child plays with during the 
ness should be burned, that the 
clothing should be boiled and the 
mattress treated with formalin 


out. In actual practice, also, disre- 
garding such strict precautions is 
not often followed by infection of 
another party. 

This is because scarlet fever is a 
very slightly contagious disease. 
If 100 children who had never had 
measles were exposed to measles, 
close to a hundred of them would 
get it. Under the same circum- 
stances, with scarlet fever, prob- 
ably not more than five or 10 
would contract the disease. 

In very severe epidemics of scar- 
let fever the precautions outlined 
should be carried out. In the com- 
paratively mild cases that have 
been prevalent lately,common sense 
would dictate considerable relaxa- 
tion of vigilance, The convalescence 
of scarlet fever should be long 
so, in the case of toys, the plan 
should be made in the beginning 
of the iliness, in all cases, that 
cheap and inexpensive toys and 
books be provided so that they can 
be finally burned.

HOW DO YOU prevent scruffi- 
ness of the skin in the winter 
time? 


Winter dermatitis is a condition 
in which the skin, especially of the 
exposed parts of the body, such as 
the hands and the corners of the 
mouth, crack.

The 
French call this “Laundress’ derma- 
titis” and it undoubtedly is associ- 
ated with the use of too much 
soap and water.

One cake compressed yeast. 

One-fourth cup lukewarm water. 

One cup milk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Three tablespoons 
sugar. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Two eggs, beaten. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-third teaspoon grated orange 
peel, 

Four cups flour. 

Crumble yeast in bowl. Add wa- 
ter and let stand 20 minutes. Heat 
together milk, salt, sugar and but- 
ter. Cool to lukewarm. Pour into 
yeast mixture and blend in eggs, 
cinnamon, peel and two cups of 
flour. Beat two minutes. Cover 
and let rise until doubled — about 
two hours. Add the other flour and 
knead two ‘minutes on floured 
board, Place in greased bowl, 
cover and let rise again until dou- 
bled—about four hours. Turn out

dough onto “a floured board and 


roll out dough until one-third inch 
thick. Place the cut-out doughnuts 
on a floured board or waxed pa- 
pers. Let rise until more than dou- 
bled.. Fry in gat fat until well 
browned. Cool and sprinkle with 
granulated sugar.

Titian: (real name Tiziano Vécel- 
lio, “teets-YAH-n6e vay-CH 
yoe”), one of the greatest /repre- 
sentatives of the Venetian school 
of painting, was 99 years of age at 
his death in 1576. His paintings 
are treasured by many cathedrals 
and gallaries throughout the world. 

A remarkable characteristic of 
his work was the forceful use of 
color, especially a red-yellow of 
high saturation and medium bDril- 
liance. Today the adjective Titian 
(note the capital “T”) usually de- 
scribes hair of a reddish or auburn 
color.
